- An tndian'’s Bravery. 
A striking story of the courage and 


self-sacrifice of which the Afiierican 
Indian at his best is capable is given 
by Mr. O. H, Mills in the Des Moines 
Register and Leader. It was told to 
the white men by the famous Sao 


chief, Black Hawk, who himself saw 


the incident. 
It all began with an unfortunate 
quarrel between an Iowa and a Mus- 


.quakit, in which the latter k'lled the 


former, and then in a .moment of 
frenzy scalped his victim. ‘The two 


tribes were at peace, and this act, ‘al- |‘ 


lowable only in time of war, was in 


Indian.eyes an intolerable breach of | 


good faith: 

* The Musquaktles offered all sorts of 
reparation but the Iowas would accept 
nothing but the person of the offender 
to be tortured and put-te-death—in- 
propitiation of the outraged spirit of 
the dead man, . To this the Musqu- 
qakies agreed on condition that the 
culprit be given a month to fortify 
hiniself for his’ terrible ordéal. But 
just as the month was about to expire 
he fell ill with a raging fever. In 
that condition he could not be carried 
across the prairie but a failure to pfb- 
duce him at the appointed place would 
arouse the suspicions and perhaps the 
hostility of the Iowas. 

A council was calleil to debate the 
matter, before which appeared Cono, 
a brother of the sick man. There are 
no squaw-men in our family, he de 
clared. I will go in his place. 

The others tried to dissuade him, 
and described to him the tortures he 
would have to undergo; but he insist- 
ed upon making the sacrifice. Ac- 
cordingly, an escort was selected-to 
accompany him, at the head of which 
Black Hawk, then a young but widely 
respected chief, was placed. 

I never saw a more pathetic scene 
said Black Hawk, than the parting of 
Cono and his father and mother and 
other relatives. The whole tribe was 
overwhelmed with gloom. 

In the middle of the afternoon the 
party arrived at the Iowas’ village. 
Cono had asked that his identity 
should not be disclosed, tut one of 
the Iowas, who. was present at the 
time the young Indian was slain, saw 
that the guilty party was not being 
delivered and Black Hawk, told the 
whole story. The Iowas’ accepted 
it as true, and after a brief council, 
consented to the arrangement. The 
death circte was staked out and pa- 
trolled with armed guards, and Cono 
was placed in its centre, while his es- 
cort. was entertained in the tepee of 
the chief. It was a chill November 
day, and the sun was just. sinking 
behiné the cliffs of “the, Des Moines 
River when the escort left the camp. 

They paused on a hill about a half- 
mile distant from the camp. They 
could see that the. fires had been light- 
ed round the death circle, and in the 
hush of the evening camie. the. plain- 
tive sound of Cono chanting his death 
song. 

Having travelled some two hours, 
they halted and made camp. About 
midnight ‘hey hezrd the clatter of 
horses’ feet, and in a moment more a 


single horseman~-rode up. It was 
Cono! This was his remarkable 
story: 


—-Phe-fires of the death “eircle were 
burning brightly, and the squaws with 
their buftning sticks were preparing 
to make the first attempt to extort a 
cry of pain and agony, when an old 
man, the father of the dead Indian, 
raised his voice. 

Stop! he said, let me speak. I am 
the. one that has suffered, my con was 
killed and scalped by a Musquakie. 
I was hungry for revenge, and were 
the one that killed,and scalped him 


here, would shout with joy at his 
tortures. But this young man is 
brave. Never have I seen such 


bravery before. He is tdo good a 
man to torture and kill. Release him 
and let wim return to his own people. 

Although the entire village a few 
hours before had been eager for re- 
vehge, there’ was a murmur of approv- 
al, as the old man gathered his blank- 
et about his hand and took his seat. 
Without anyone’s making a single ob- 
jection Cono was removed from the 
circle and given food and drink. A 
few hours later he was led from the 
camp, allowed to mount his own pony 
and depart In peace. 


Orient of the West 


There were features of picturesque- 
ness and beauty in the region named 
Chinatown as it existed of old in San 
Francisco. A sketch in the Crafts- 
man presents these interesting pic- 
tures. : 

It is sald that between 10,000 and 
40,000 people according to the season 
of the year lived in the eight solid 
blocks of this old Chinatown—lived 
‘as they might have back in Canton, 
a real life of genuine homes and quiet 
industry. There was a Chinese 
Chamber of Commerce in their midst 
and the whole Pacific coast reckoned 
with the body, There were mer- 
chants fabulously rich. 

Thére were wonderful festivals in 
the days of old Chinatown where the 
Chinese ladies came forth in myriad 
colored robes with trousers of pale 
shades: with gorgeous embroidered 
coats, with jade and gold in their 
hair—garments. taken from cedar 
chests and worn only on great occa- 
sions. The Chinamen of these old 
days, a writer tells fs, were an hon- 
est people, honest beyond our astrict- 
est ideas. They attended to thelr 
own business and. did not interfere 
with ours. They were people of 
dignity and cleanliness. American 
merchants learned that none need 
ever ask a note of a Chinaman in a 
commercial transaction—his word was 
his’ bond.

Ashes, gawdust, straw and manure 
are used for mulching. . Hardwood 
sawdust, if not worked into the soll, ‘1s 
probably the ‘best.

Manure is good and 
tends to keep a supply of plant food
